Relative calm returns to Iran 


TEHRAN. Nov. 15 (Agen- 
cies; — Anti-Shah protests 
waned Wednesday as Iran's oil 
industry geared up in the wake 
of a crippling 1 5-day strike that 
cost the economy £750 million 
in lost crude oil exports. 

Peaceful protest marches to 
the Shah were reported in 
Isfahan, Mashhad and Gorgan, 
by the government. 

In Mashhad, a holy city S00 
kilometers from Tehran, about 
500 women in Chadurs — ankle 
length black robes — marched 
to Ayatullah Ghomi’s house to 
express their solidarity with 
other religious leaders in (heir 
opposition to the Shah. At 
nearby Ferdowsi University, 
teachers and students ended a 
sit-in strike, raising the possi- 
bility the university may reopen 
soon. It has been closed down 
for weeks due to students using 
the campus as a staging area 


for anti-Shah demonstrations. 

A sit-in protest also ended at 
the town of Gorgan’s justice 
department building following a 
march by several thousand per- 
sons. Gorgan is 350 kilometers 
northwest of here. 

There were no other signifi- 
cant anti-government demons- 
trations reported. It was in 
sharp ebnthast to violent clashes 
between youths and security 
forces in various provincial 
towns and cities in the past 
four days in which 20 persons 
were killed and scores injured. 

The oil industry strike offi- 
cially ended early Tuesday. But 
reliable sources in the oilfield 
areas reported there was “some 
reluctance on the part of many 
workers to work, by keeping 
their hands in their pockets.”

Addis attack on Sudan 
tantamount to suicide 
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BEIRUT, Nov. 15 (AP> — 
Sudanese President Jaafar Nu- 
meiri says an Ethiopian attack 
on his country would be tanta- 
mount to suicide, even if So- 
viet and Cuban forces suppor- 
ted the onslaught. 

“Such an attack will be 
suicide for Ethiopia's current 
regime. The United States 
shares my view,” said Numeiri 
in an interview published by 
the Paris-based Arabic langu- 
age independent magazine “Al 
MostakbaL” 

The president of the largest 
African country did not el- 
aborate on his reference to the 
United States in the context df 
a possible Ethiopian-Sudanese 
military confrontation. 

Sudan is known to be a main 
supply base for Eritrean guer- 
rillas. There have been fre- 
quent reports of Ethiopian troop 
forays across the Sudanese 
frontier in the current Ethio- 
pian offensive to crush the Lb- 
year-old Eritrean revolt. 

Two Eritrean rebel factions 
have lately claimed that Soviet 
experts and large numbers of 
Cuban troops were actively 
supporting the Ethiopian offen- 
sive. 

“Sudan is not a small coun- 
try that can be overrun in 24 
hours,*’ Numeiri -said. “We 
possess the ability to repel any 
suicidal Ethiopian operations 
even if the Soviets and Cu- 
bans backed the Ethiopians." 

Another independent Beirut 
publication, the daily “An 
Nabar," quoted Arab diploma- 
tic sources as saying Egypt was 


preparing to send military rein- 
forcements to help Sudan over- 
come a possible Communist 
coup. 

Jt said the “imminent” move 
would be taken within the 
framework of a mutual defense 
treaty between the two coun- 
tries. 

“An Nahar" said Egypt was 
worried by "intelligence re- 
ports” it received that the 
Communists within the Sudanese 
armed forces were preparing 
to seize power, “counting on 
Cuban troop landings from the 
air from Ethiopia once the 
coup attempt starts.”

15 (Agencies) — President An- 
war Sadai declared Wednesday 
the peace talks with Israel are 
in a “serious crisis” and raised 
the possibility of a suspension 
to allow the parlies to recon- 
sider their positions. 

At the same time, informed 
Egyptian sources said, Cairo 
has formulated new proposals 
designed to avoid a total dead- 
lock while upholding Egypt's 
key demands. 

The proposals, it was under- 
stood. would be explained to 
President Jimmy Carter by 
Egyptian Vice President Hos- 
ni Mubarak, who is on his 
way to Washington. 

Only a broad outline of the 
proposals could he obtained 
here. Basically, they seek to 
deal with the Gaza Strip after 
a peace treaty with Israel is 
signed, leaving the problem of 
the West Bank to a subsequent 
stage. 

Sadat, while warning of a 
possible interruption of the 
peace talks, carefully avoided 
saying he was recalling his de- 
legation home. 

Speaking to university pro- 
fessors and students in this 
Suez Canal town, Sadat said 
“we have gone a long way at 
the Washington talks and have 
achieved SO percent of the 
road. 

“Now we are at a serious 
crisis, and if we can avoid it 
in order to achieve the remain- 
ing 10 percent by suspending 
the talks for & while to allow 
the parties to think again and 
then resume, so be it,” Sadat 
said. 

Informed sources in Cairo 
said “the word crisis can be 
underlined. It is very real.” 

The new proposals were 
thrashed- out during meetings 
between Sadat and his top ad- 
visers here over the past few 
days. There was some confu- 
sion in Western diplomatic cir- 
cles as to their nature. 

As late as Tuesday night, 
sources said, the U.S. Embassy 
in Cairo was receiving ques- 
tions from the State Depart- 
ment as to what the’ Egyptian 
demands meant. Word ,of the 
new approach leaked out of a 
meeting Sadat held Tuesday 
with local offic'als of his poli- 
tical party here. 

There was particular confu- 
sion over a report that Sadat 
was demanding the “return” 
of the Gaza Strip, where al- 
most half a million Palesti- 
zrans Jive.

DAMASCUS, Nov. 15 (A$J 
— Syrian President Hafez 
Assad said Wednesday his 
country “will not allow any 
chance for peace in the Middle 
East unutilized " but added that 
such peace must leave no Arab 
territories' under occupation, 
and must restore “usurped 
Arab rights.” 

In a new attack against the 
Camp David agreements, Assad 
vowed that “Syria and the Arab 
countries will save the Egyptian 
people from the shameful po- 
sition to which it has been 
dragged." 

“Zionism and American im- 
perialism thought that the

Roman Kohaut, chief field 
coordinator for the U.N. High 
Commission for Refugees 
(UNHCR) in Bangladesh, said 
they were now moving back to

Kohaut said the refugees'

UNHCR has asked for a

Market comment

LONDON. Nov J5 — The London stock market 
recorded its largest rise in over a year od 
Tuesday though the volume of business actu- 
ally transacted remained dismally small. The 
market rallied right from the opening and 
hardly paused ail day as moderate buying 
orders found the market short of stock. Opti- 
mism was built up on the back of rumours 
(later proved unfounded) that the government 
and the TUC had reached an agreement on 
the policies required to combat inflation and 
head off threatened industrial conflict this 
winter. 

The market was given an additional boost 
by the much better than expected October 
trade figures, which showed a current account 
surplus of 209 million pounds, in contrast to 
the previous month's 140 million pounds de- 
ficit. The figures, which revealed highly en- 
couraging acceleration in exports, put the U.K. 
into the black for the first ten months of the 
year. 

The news put another four points on the 
index in after hours trading and by the close 
tbe market had soared a total of 13 points to 
reach 487.5. Gilts were also in good form, as 
further investment demand exhausted another 
of the authorities' tap stocks. 

The announcement that the TUC had, in 
fact, rejected the draft agreement with the 
government was not made until after most 
dealers had gone home on Tuesday evening. 
The acute disappointment felt by ministers was 
reflected in share prices the following morning, 
when the market had to contend with the ad- 
ditional burden of a massive 82 million pounds 
cash raising rights issue from Beecham. the 
international pharmaceuticals giant. 


A rights issue raises cash by offering ex- 
isting shareholders additional participation in 
the company by issuing new shares io them 
at a preferential price, lower than the ruling 
market price. Thus, in Beecham's case, one 
new share was offered for every ten existing 
shares currently held, at 560p, compared with 
the price before the announcement of 65 Op. 
The share price does get adjusted however and 
Beecham’s shares plummeted 23p to 627p on 
the news, despite the simultaneous announce- 
ment of interim profits well up to market ex- 
pectations at 76.1 million pounds pre-tax. 

Other leading share prices were also mark- 
ed down savagely at the opening and after 
only a hJaf-hour's trading, the FT index had 
collapsed nearly 10 points to 477.6. But with 
no sellers of stock appearing, prices steadied 
and by noon the index had edged back to 
840.4. 

Sterling was barely disturbed by the see- 
saw behavior of the stock market. Although 
a little weaker overnight, it recovered the fol- 
lowing morning to the same level as had pre- 
vailed on Tuesday afternoon ahead of (he 
trade figures. The dollar remained firm 
though still dependent on central bank support, 
particularly against the French franc which was 
a weak counter in response to a reduction in 
interest rates in Paris. 

As more U-S. banks raised their prime 
rates to II per cent, continuing the move 
initiated on Monday, and tbe Commerce De- 
partment forecast a slowdown in growth, the 
twin spectres of inflation and recession once 
again haunted Wall Street stock prices. The 
volume of selling expanded further on another 
day of falling prices as the Dow Jones index 
slid nearly 10 points at one time, before rally- 
ing for a- net los& of 6-75 at 785.36.

Overseas phone calls 
now 15% cheaper in U.S.

As a result of a Federal 
Communications Commission 
order Tuesday, overseas phone 
calls from the United States will 
be cut an average of 15 per 
cent for about one year. A 
smaller rate cut will continue 
after that.

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BEG IN’S TACTICS 


GULF SECURITY 

The Gulf security conference that was held in Oman two years 
ago achieved little because it came out with few clear ideas for 
mutual security a ad the conferees were unwilling to spell out 
their fears. At that tune a member state had given naval 
facilities to the Soviet Union and another to the United Stpte s 
A third was host to foreign troops assisting it in queuing a 
large-scale insurgency. 

But the situation has changed since then. Iran, which 
used to boasL of its ability to safeguard the security of the 
Gulf and readiness to rush troops and arn)6 to any neighboring 
country in need of help, is no longer in the same position to 
do so. The Shah is nqt free to take (he swift and effective 
action which helped Oman combat tie Dhofar Liberation 
Front four years ago. It was Iran which tipped the military 
balance in favor of Sultan Qaboos. Arab states in the region 
either did not want, or could not get involved. 

. B is st)U too early to forecast the outcome of the Iranian 
crisis, but if a drastic change takes place other Gulf states 
should seriously consider what measures to take. 

With Iran either in a state of continued disorder or the 
Shah in a weak position, the temptation will grow to destabilize 
the area, to sweep away the status quo altogether — as the | 
Dhofar Liberation Front aims at in its published manifesto — i 
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Some observers have described the Egyptian-Israeii peace 
talks as a diplomatic version of the American television soap 
' opera: A seemingly endless series of emotional diffhangers, 
followed by inevitable letdowns, and dragging on into the 
interminable future with no prospect of a resolution of the 
problems posed in the drama. The see-sawing treaty negotia- 
tions have now entered another period of gloom and pes- 
simism, a$ Egyptian and Israeli delegates confer with their 
respective home governments and the Americans launch an- 
other round of frantic mediation efforts. The problem this 
time is essentially the same difficulty that has plagued the 
peace talks since the outset. 

The Israelis are changing the ground rules, adding new 
demands apparently calculated to distract the attention of the 
United States and Egypt from the crucial question of linkage 
between the Egyptian-Israeii treaty and the Palestinian ques- 
tion. The Begin government is going back on assurances 
made privately to President Carter at Camp David — as well 
as pledges made publicly in the accords that issued from ihat 
summit— with regard to acceptance of UN. Resolution 242 
and the legitimate rights of the Palestinians. 

Prime Minister Menahem Begin, regardless of his personal 
views on the matter, is under heavy pressure from his Likud 
allies to avoid even the slightest hint of linkage between the 
treaty and the Palestinian question. As a result. Begin has 
declined to respond to President Carters request for specific 
details of Israels long-range plans for the West Bank and the 
Palestinians. Instead, Begin has instructed his negotiators to di- 
vert the focus of the talks away from the Palestinian question— 
which so far has taken up 80 per cent of the negotiating time 
— and add new complications to the purely bilateral issues 
affecting Egypt and Israel. For example, the laaelis have not 
only demanded that Egypt sell Sinai oil to the Jewish state 
after a peace settlement, but axe also Insisting that Israel 
retain shares and exploration rights in the peninsula s ofl fields. 
On another issue, the Israeli negotiators have deliberately pro- 
voked the Americans by insisting that Israel will not withdraw 
from the airbases in occupied Sinaj until the Americans have 
completed, construction of the proposed new substitute airfields 
in the Negev. 

In short, the Israelis are throwing up roadblocks, present- 
ing a series of unreasonable demands to both Egypt and the 
United States, in the hope that Presidents Sadat and Carter 
will be panicked into abandoning their concern over the West 
Bank question and focusing their exclusive attention on the 
Egyptian-Israeii treaty. No doubt Israel will prove willing 
eventually ti> drop its outrageous new demands in the Sinai 
—but only as part of a trade-off, in which Egypt and the 
United States agree to drop the linkage clauses from the treaty. 
The tactic is an old one. The Israelis are masters of the 
technique of “upping the ante” whenever agreement seems 
dose. 

President Carter must surely recognize this tactic, and is 
no doubt trying desperately to bring the peace talks back to 
the fundamental principles agreed upon at Camp David. 
Perhaps the only way he can succeed at this is to go public 
with Israel's duplicity, and reveal to the American people the 
dramatic shifts that have taken place in Begins stand since 
• he signed the Camp David documents. It is well known to 
political observers in Washington that Mr. Carter is extremely 
hitler about Begin's chronic tendency to say one thing in the 
privacy of the negotiating room and then reverse his stand 
in public the next day. It may be only by exposing this cheap 
tactic to public scrutiny that President Carter can effectively 
pressure Israel into engaging in serious and responsible nego- 
tiations for a comprehensive peace.

Camera science 
looks at life

RIYADH — Since its earliest applications more than a 
cemurv ago, photography has been as much science as an. 
The camera has a precision the eye will sometimes miss. Spe- 
-;al high-speed cameras can show the tiny hummingbird suspen- 
ded in flight. They can reveal information about the path of 
■i bullet as it leaves a gun. Cameras can go where men cannot 
yet probe, to the deepest reaches of sea and space. 

The camera's precision has proved invaluable to medicine 
2 nd biology, an<f i he practice of biological photography is still 
a : as ( -evolving field. 

Like all sciences, this specialist form of photography has 
.is own association, a society where people who communicate 
jnaudibly with nature through the complexities of the lens can 
share their unique language. 

A local chapter of the Biological Photographers Associ- 
ation was recently formed in Riyadh, the first of its kind in 
the Middle East. Though it boasts a membership of only 
seven people, its charter embraces the whole of Saudi Arabia, 
and chapter president Dick Massey is confident it will grow. 

"The new local chapter of the BPA expects to help its 
members become more knowledgeable in this field of expertise 
by providing a mechanism where members can exchange ideas, 
guide each other in selectd areas of work experiences 
and give advice on equipment and such." Massey said. 




Biological photography is a research field, and involves 
much more than sitting in a game blind toying with a fast 
shutter speed. Its credo is accuracy, fidelity to the highly 
sophisticated elements of life forms. A biological photogra- 
pher is as likely to be working with a microscope as a zoom 
lens in the bush. 

The BPA is an international organization. There are 
24 chapters and over a thousand members in the United 
States and Canada. There are educational programs run 
through 'he association, for both beginners and accomplished 
masters. There are annual meetings, run with the trappings 
of academia, where papers are presented, workshops held, 
panels gathered for discussions and, true to their science, uni- 
que exhibits displayed.

Nearly 85 per" cent of the gro- 
cery stores in Detroit have 
Arabic-speaking owners. 

Two of the largest United 
Auto Workers Union locals in 
the U.S., both in this area, 
have significant Arab-speaking 
memberships. 

The neighboring suburb or 
Dearborn, long regarded as an 
anti-minority conclave, has so 
many low-income Arabic- 
speaking residents that it is 
petitioning the federal govern- 
ment to reclassify them from 
Caucasian to a special designa- 
tion. This would help them 
receive more federal aid.

ces like Lebanon, the Arabic- 
speaking community here can 
be counted on to contribute 
hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars to victims of the violence. 

In short, without anyone 
planning it, the Detroit area 
has become the new Lebanon, 
the new Iraq, the new Syria 
— the Middle East of the 
Middle West. 

Of the nearly 2 million Ara- 
bic-speaking people in the 
United States, an estimated 
125,000 — the largest single 
group of Arab descendants 
and new immigrants in the 
country — live in metropolitan 
Detroit. 

They can be found in the 
upper-income neighborhoods 


of Detroit’s east side, or 
some of the poor neighbor- 
hoods on the west side of the 

city. . 

Some, like John (Johnny) 
Abdoo, a Lebanese, work in 
the executive suites of the big 
automobile companies. Others, 
like the Yemeni workers in 
Dearborn’s south end. labor on 
assembly lines at the Ford 
Motor Co's. Rouge plant, in 
what they call Biiad Al-Aalah 
As-Sareah. the land of the 
fast-moving machine. 

Most came seeking some 
kind of financial success. 
Many found it. Others became 
a part of the Detroit areas

Seeking success 
Many of the Arabic-speak- 
ing immigrants long to go 
home. They spend hours talk- 
ing about it. dreaming about 
it. But they don't go. 

Instead, they settle in 
usually grouping themselves 
along the same national, reli- 
gious. regional and kinship 
lines that marked their lives in 
the Middle East. 

They are a proud people, 
keenly aware of their diffe- 
rences, reluctant to acknowled- 
ge their similarities. They em- 
body most of the tensions and 
emotions that ever contributed 
to trouble in the Middle East. 
Many have brought their an- 
ger, prejudices and fears with 
them. 

They have also brought their 
food, their music, their 
dance. In Dearborn’s South 
End, for example, Arab immi- 
grants have turned grimy 
American city streets into a 
Middle East phantasmagoria. . 

Arab men trek to the Dear- 
born mosque for noontime 
prayers. Jn the shops, the men 
talk, argue, bargain in Arabic. 

Coffeehouses flourish in the 
poor and working class Ara- 
bic-speaking neighborhoods, 
especially in Dearborn. They 
are places to wait for word of 
a job. If you work, they are 
places to stop before going 
home to one of the crowded 
tenements near the automobile 
plants. 

The coffeehouse is a male 
domain. Men sit there for 
hours sipping the thick, black 
Turkish brew f rom demitasse 
mfre- 


Another major force behind 
the migration has been war £ 
recent times particularly the 
Arab-Israeli conflict, the evo- 
lutions in North and Sou h 
Yemen and the current fight- 
ing in Lebanon have swelled 

ihe immigrant flow.

Traditional native minorities
